Who sliall take their Place? 

It is? now about a twelve-month sineo 
n, local paper designated tho Cabinet of 
lawyers "The Three Saints." Tho 
grim irony of tho designation was, per- 
haps; lesa apparent then than now. A 
monopoly of those virtues which go to 
make up tho saint is not commonly 
found in tho profession to which these 
gentlemen belong. Indeed, it is to the 
general belief in an opposite opinion 
that many a witicism owes its point. 
Like a frail woman trading upon her 
virtue, theso three saints have been 
parading their purity, honesty, patriot- 
ism from every house-top. Tho poet 
tells us that when tho wife's resolution 
was yielding to her frailty she — "whis- 
pering that she'd ne'er consent — con- 
sented." Wo will not call these three 
lawyers "Rogues;" but wo may, at an- 
othertimo, succeed in proving them so. 
The object of the present article is not, 
however, so much to expose tho hol- 
lownoss, the abominable hypocrisy of 
theso men's pretensions to a monopoly 
of honesty and patriotism, as to 
advert to some of those falso cries by 
which parasites of the Ministry bopo to 
prejudice tho public mind against a 
chnngo. "If theso men were turned 
out of office, who could till their place ?" 
— of courso, leaving it to bo inferred 
that nobody could. The momentous 
question might bo answered in a variety 
of ways, — -for instance, in the interro- 
gatory form, thus: "If theso "Three 
Saints" were to dio (Do saints die ? ), 
would this universe of ours continue to 
revolve upon its axis ? Would the 
course of empire be stayed V" Where 
was Moses when tho candle went out ? 
Where were these men when tho battle 
of Confederation and Responsible Gov- 
ernment was fought and won ? One 
of them was skulking behind the stump, 
— liko Jeff Thompson's soldiers who 
lay concealed in the swamps of Georgia 
until the moss had grown six inches on 
their cowardly backs. And as for tho 
other two, what lighting they did was 
in the ranks of the people, s enemy. It 
is extremely problematical, indeed, 
whether their country even thought of 
them when it was engaged in that great 
struggle for liberty. And, yet, ere tho 
smoke of battle had lifted, these throe 
skulkers froniGeorgi n swamps rushed 
upon the f.e'd and matched the laurels 
from tho brow of the champions of the 
people's rights] Those are the men 
who have tho unparalleled assurance 
to arrogate to themselves exclusive fit- 
ness and right to administer a system 
they opposed! Butthis is really no thing 
new. History does but repeat, itself. 
In Old Canada, the 'Family Compact,' 
at Toronto, who had always fought 
against free institutions and the 
peo2)le's lights, when those rights were 
won in spite of them, similarly rushed 
in and snatched the reins of power. 
Like our own triplets, they proclaimed 
themselves ■"gentlemen" alone pos- 
sessed of those virtues which qualify 
men to govern. It was while these 
impudent pretenders still clung to 
power that Lord Elgin arrived in Ca- 
nada to aasumo the duties of Governor 
General. That ho was quick to realize 
tho position of parties is cvidont from 
one of his first dispatches, in which, 
referring more particularly to tho oner- 
ous duties of the appointment, he hrd 
accepted, he said, "The duties of it are 
not to bo lightly undertaken, and may 
claim the exercise of all the faculties 
and energies of an earnest and inde- 
pendent mind ; and in a day when all

odious and intolerable pretension, 
the monopoly of public virtue." 
These words, penned by that abJe 
stateman thirty years ago, might with 
equal fitness bo spoken now in respect 
to tho Government of this Province. 
They wore scarcely less applicable to 
the Family Compact at Toronto than 
they now arc to the "Three Saints" at 
James' Bay. But, then, they are 
"Gentlemen of education, honor and 
probity," — at loast so their organ- 
grinder on the banks of the Fraser as- 
sures us in italics. Assuming, for the 
sake of argument, that it is bo, are 
they alone "gentlemen" of all tho 
dwellers in British Columbia ? Or 
does it absolutely follow that because 
they aro "Gentlemen of education, 
honor, and probity," they are, there- 
fore, qualified to administer well and 
wisely tho* affairs of state ? In the 
stern logic of ascertained fuels we Inivo 
the answer. Those "gontlomon" have had 
a fair trial and, so far as wo aro concern- 
ed, a generous support. And what is tho 
result? In solving the interesting pro- 
blem of how to draw the maximum paj 
for the minimum work, they have unde- 
niably proved themselves adapts, In 
emptying an overflowing treasury, in in- 
creasing the Civil List under tho pretence 
of reducing it, in misinterpreting consti- 
tutional low to the obstruction of liberal 
measures, in locking up tho public lands 
against settlement, in a misexpendituro 
of revenues, in administering tho affairs 
of state in tho interests of officialdom; in 
tine, in all that is calculated to retard 
healthy progress and bring responsible 
institutions into disfavor among the 
peoplo, theso "gentlemen" have unques- 
tionably established their olaim to exclu- 
sive fitness. ' Gentlemen," indeed! Bri- 
tish Columbia has long boon governed by 
"gentlemen;" and what has come of it all? 
Canada used to bo governed by "gentle- 
men" — men greatly the superiors of ours; 
but she got rid of them, and prospered. 
British Columbia cannot hope to prosper 
till the people rise in their might and 
shako off this incubus, this carcase of a 
dead system, and tako tho government 
into their own hands, ao tho now consti- 
tution designed they should. So those 
three lawyers are tho only "gentlemen" 



in the country capable of working respon- 
sible institutions, are they ? Wo do not 
bdlieve it is too much to assort that they 
really know less about it than any three 
men 'that could ho picked from tho body 
of the House. They certainly have been 
convicted of knowing loss about constitu- 
tional law than private members. Talk 
about political adventurers and oftice- 
seekers! Theso immaculate three never 
Bought office ? Oh, no! Liko "Topsy," 
they "growed," — sort of heaven-born 
Ministers, we suppose, whose Divine right 
to rule none must dispute. But it is by 
their works, not their pretensions, that 
the country will judge theso men. 



Japan. 

In consequence of a foreigner ob- 
taining passes for the interior for tho 
purpose of carrying somo illicit trade, 
the Japanese authorities, who havo 
hitherto shown themselves very com- 
p^isant towards foreigners in granting 
tourists leave to go beyond tho boun- 
daries fixed by treaty, have stopped tho 
issue of passos. Tho Japan "Mail" 
comments in justly severe terms upon 
tho abuse of tho privileges by foreign- 
ers. 

The Japan "Mail" comments severely 
upon the arrest of a Mr. Cousons at 
Hiogo, who, it seems, in consequence 
of an altercation with the boatman of 
tho consular gig, conveying Mr. Wilk- 
inson, of the Consulate, to tho mail 
steamer, struck ono of thorn. For this 
ho was arrested, though on the point 
of going home by the steamer, and 
sentenced by Mr. (lower, tho consul, to 
imprisonment. The sentence is char- 
acterized as altogether disproportioned 
to the offence, which was an assault 
not without provocation, and of no 
severe character, wdiich could bo dis- 
posed of by a fine. 

Mr. Lowdcr, formerly H. M. Consul 
at Yokahama, has accepted tho post of 
Superintendent of Japanese Customs. 

Rinderpest, wo hoar, is raging a- 
mongst the cattle in tho surrounding 
rural districs, and the mortality in one 
tillage is reported to bo very heavy, 
indeed. 



China 

IT. I. Highness the Grand Duke Alexis 
held a leveo on September 16th and a 
reception was given in his honor at Gov- 
ernment House the same ovening. The 
Grand Duke left for Canton on tho 20th. 

A grand ball was given to the Duko on 
the evening of Oct. 3d, by tho Hongkong 
Club, and wont ofF with much success. 
H.I.H. accompanied by his suite, and H. 
E., the Governor, Lady Kennedy and 
Miss Kenedy, arrived shortly after 10 
o'clock, and tho Grand Luke led off the 
first quadrille with Lady Kennedy. Among 
the guests present were Admiral Possiet 
and the officers of (ho Svetlana and of ihe 
other Russian mon-of-war in tho harbor, 
Sir Brooke Robertson, the Chief Justice, 
tho Colonial Secretary, the Attorney Gen- 
oral and oilier members of the local Gov- 
ernment. Dancing was kept up with 
energy until n late hour, H.I.H. affording 
much gratification by his courteous and 
genial demeanor. 

Siys the Hongkong 'Tress" of the 11th 
ultimo: H.I.H. tho Gaand Duke Alexis 
left yesterday in tho "Svedan," Ha em- 
barked at 2 o'clock, when the usual salutes 
were tired, but his departure was quite 
private. 



Absinthe, (ho most pernicious of 
stimulants, which is consumed to en- 
enormous extent in Franco, and especi- 
ally in Paris, was almost unknown ex- 
cept ns a medicinal agent before the 
Algerian expedition under tho reign of 
Louis Philippe. In Oran and Con- 
stantino fever made sad havoc in the 
ranks of tho army, and the doctors re- 
commended the soldiers to mix absinthe 
which is the bitter extract of worm- 
wood, with their wine as a preserva- 
tive against miasma in lieu of quin- 
ine, which was too costly to be gener- 
ally distributed. During the whole of 
the campaign the army drank this 
mixture, and also mixed absinthe with 
their brandy. The habit was retained 
by the troops after their return to 
France, and the liquor now known as 
abisnthe first became a popular drink 
in Marseilles. Thence it advanced slow- 
ly thi'oughout France, and has finally 
become the favourite drink of the 
country, though its effects upon the 
health, and especially upon the brain, 
are of the most deleterious character. 
In Cayenne, New Caledonia, and other 
French colonies, its consumption is 
very great. There tho colonists drink 
i undiluted in em of :v e qti mtitr r and 
the consequence has been a frightful 
increase in the rates of mortality.

Tuesday, Nov. 2Cth, 1872. 
The Court assembled at !1 o'clock, Mr. 
Bishop, tho Registrar and the Messen- 
ger appearing in gowns. The following 
named gentlemen woro sworn in as 

GRAND JUItOItS: 

G. J. Findlay, (foreman,) Thomas Harris, 
Thomas Tye, Thomas G. Nuttall, Thomas 
N. Ilibben, Thomas Chadwick, Thomas 
L. Stahlschmidt, 0. W. R. Thomson, 
Wm. Denny, Wm. 0. Ward, Robert Bea- 
ven, J, H. Turner, Edward Mallandaino, 
Robt. Plummet-, John G. Norris, Alexan- 
der McLean, II. A. Tux.o. 

Tho Chief Justice, in addressing the 
Grand Jury, said that tho calendar com- 
prised 3 or -1 eases of murder, murderous 
assaults, stealing, breaking in and steal- 
ing, stealing from tho person, obtaining 
money under false protences, forgery, 
inciting seamen to desert from H. M. 
Service and assaulting policemen. I n re- 
marking upon tho calendar tho Chief Jus- 
tice said tho evidence should bo weighed 
with tho greatest care, and although tho 
sentenco in some cases was death, there 
must bo no shrinking from duty on that 
scoro. In one of tho murder eases tho 
evidence was Indian. IIo did not wish 
to disparage this evidence, as a rule: but 
tho Grand Jurors must weigh ou t sift it 
carefully with the object of ascertaining 
•whether they wore tinder inflnenee or 
■whether in the translat ion of their eviclenco 
they had been properly understood. A 
case of obtaining money nn lor ful ie pre- 
tences had excited considerable interest 
la the community, and ho had no doubt 
that jf tho depositions were sustained no 
difficulty would bo had in finding a bill. 
Tho offence of inciting seamen to leave 
Her Majesty's Service was a very grave 
one. It affected the efficiency of ouo of 
the main sources of the national strength 
and protection. Sailors were generally 
easily worked upon — as confiding and 
open-hearted as children- and quickly fell 
victim to the wiles of designing men. Tho 
Police should always receive the highest 
degree of protection while in the dis- 
charge of their duly. Af tor touching up- 
on the other cases His Lordship said that 
it was competent for 1 he Grand Jury to 
present common nuisances, such as un- 
healthy stenches, bad drains, offensive 
manufactures, furious driving, obstruc- 
tions to highways — everything, in fact, 
that affect* tho public interests or health. 
Such offences were much more effectually 
put down by Grand Juror.; than by the 
Police. In all countries possessing a free 
Constitution it -was n ls:> th>> practice of 
tho Grand Jury to bring criminal mat- 
ters before the'Court that had escaped the 
notice of the magistrates or the Police, 

In presenting the indictments to the 
Foreman, His Lordship said that tho 
Grand Jury had sustained a great loss in 
the removal from the Province of their 
lato Foreman. Mr.J.C.Nioholson,to whose 
tact, intelligence and experience was duo 
in a great measure the expedition with 
which the business had been disposed of 
at previous assizes. He had no doubt, 
however, that Mr. Findlay would prove 
a worthy successor to Mr. Nicliolson.

IGNORED . 

The Grand Jury ignored the billsagainst 
Houry Franklin for larency from tho per- 
son; and JL J''. S. Stewart for enticing 
seamen to desert. 

ROBBERY. 

Frank Obershaw was arranined and 
pleaded not guilty to an indictment for 
robbery. 

The Attornoy-Genoral appeared 'for the 
prosecution, and Mr. Bishop for tho de- 
fence. 

Among the jury empanelled in this case 
woro four colored men, viz: Messrs Chari- 
ty, Lester, Whitley and Dunlop. Mr. T. 
S. Allatt was chosen foreman of tho jury. 

Tho Attornoy-Genoral, in opening the 
case for tho prosecution, said that the pri- 
soner was indicted for attempt ing to rob 
the safe of Win. T. Marsh of {?700 or 
#800. 

Several witnesses were called for the 
prosecution. The defence produced no 
witnesses, and after an address from Mr. 
Bishop the jury retired, returning with a 
verdict of guilty accompanied by a recom- 
mendation to mercy. 

Tho prisoner was sentenced to six 
months imprisonment. 



CUTTING WITU INTENT. 

Mr. Robertson, instructed by Mr. 
Bishop, who appeared for Patrick Ryan, 
indicted for cutting Alexander Biggan 
with intent to do bodily harm, asked for a 
continuance of tho case till tho next Assi- 
zes in consequence of the absence of tho 
witnessess for tho defence. Tho afiair 
occurred on board the Royal Mail Steam- 
ship Prince Alfred. 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Justice Gray said that unless snfli- 
eient reason were shown by affidavit, the 
case could not go over till tho next As- 
sizes. 

The application was denied and tho 
easo was allowed to stand over for ouo 
day. 

FALSE PRETENCES. 

Thomas Stevenson, indicted for obtain- 
ing money under false pretences, was 
arraigned and pleaded guilty. 

Mr. Robertson, instructed by Mr. Uett, 
appealed to the clemency and mercy of 
tho Bench not to pass the extremo penalty 
of tho law on tho prisoner in consequence 
of his age, tho greatness of tho tempta- 
tion anil his anxiety to repair tho wrong 
done. He desired that S700 belonging to 
him, which were in the hands of tho Sti- 
pendiary Magistrate's Clerk, should be 
paid over to Messrs Wells, Fargo & Co. 

Sentenco was deferred till Friday. 

MURDER. 

William Halls, indicted for tho wilful 
murder of Lucy, an Indiun woman, plead- 
ed not guilty. 

The Attorney-General appeared for the 
prosecution and Mr. Bishop for the de- 
fence. 

Timothy Scanlon, sworn, deposed that 
ho was steward of H. M.S. Boxer; that in 
the early part of September he called in 
at Booth's tavern, about 2 p.m., when a 
man came running along very excitedly 
and wanted some ono to go into tho bush 
with him. He recognized in the prisoner 
that man. Saw his shirt covered with 
blood. He seemed full of liquor. He 
wont with him from about 70 to 100 yards. 
Ho saw an Indian woman lying on tho 
ground with blood flowing from a wound 
in the breast. Prisoner spoke to her in 
Chinook; hastened to town to give infor- 
mation to tho Police. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bishop — Bid 
not observe tho man sobbing. [Here 
witness explained what he understood by 
sobbing:] Was not an Englishman; was 
an Irishman and understood English. 
[Laughter. I 

William Bowdon sworn and deposed 
that in the first week in September bo 
found an Indian woman in tho bush 
wounded. Had received information 
which took him there. Tho woman had a 
wound in the breast and was bleeding 
profusely. Tho dress was partly torn off 
her — her skirt lay about d yards away. 
Took her off tho ground to a cab he had 
brought for tho purpose and brought her 
away. Found prisoner about sevonty- 
fivo yards distant on the Esquimalt road, 
When I asked the woman w ho had wound- 
ed her, she pointed to tho prisoner. When 
I arrested tho prisoner his shirt was cov- 
ered with blood still wet. Tho shirt has 
been in my custody every since. Prison- 
er did not speak. Do not know much 
about Chinook. The pistol produced in 
Court was brought to tho Police Court. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bishop — The 
prisoner novor wanted to speak to her. 1 
believe there were two Indian women 
when I mot prisoner, also a little girl. 
The prisoner offered no resistance but 
said he would go quietly with mo, Pri- 
soner was in gaol and not present at the 
inquest. There is a door from tho coll to 
the yard and from there another door to 
tho Court. 

Cross-examined by Att'y-Oeneral— At 
tho time she spoke he was sufficiently near 
to hear her. She spoke distinctly. Re- 
membered tho pistol. Bid not know 
whether it had been recently tired or not 
when ho took \' r . "J depose to this being 
the pistol f, and in tho bush." 

Timothy Scanlon, again examined by 
Mr. Justice Cray, stated that ho was not 
a seaman, but a steward, had a gun, and 
was in the habit of shooting; could say 
that tho pistol hat) been recently used. 

Judge Pemberton deposed that he was 
a Stipendiary Magistrate of tho Province. 
Saw the woman when she was brought to 
the gaol by Polioe-lniipoctor Bowdon. 
Saw blood flowing from tho wound, Tho 
prisoner was present. The woman, when 
asked who had wounded her, pointed to 
the prisoner and spoke of him as her man, 
which in Chinook moans husband. Pri- 
soner made no observation but seemed 
very much affected. A kindly feeling 
seemed to exist between them. Was sur- 
prised to find no resentment against pri- 
soner. She asked him to come and sit- 
down by her side. The cause of quarrel, 
she said, was from her wanting to go into 
town and that when he wished to prevent 
her, sho said she would go, find he shot 
her, She was bleeding very freely and 
said no more. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bishop — If the 
prisoner had wished to givo a deposition 
I would have taken it. 

John Sebastian Helmcken, M. !>., tosti- 
lied to the nature of the wound of the wo- 
man; found a wound on tho loft side and 
another on the right side below the ribs. 
She lived three or four days, and died 
from the effects of tho wound, which was 
caused by a pistol-ball- There was a hole 
in tho woman's dress. 

Mr. Justice Gray — -Where is the dress? 

The Att'y General— It has been given 
Up to her friends. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Why was it given 
up ? 

A bullet was produced and shown to 
tho witness and identified as ono that was 
taken from the body of deceased. 

Serg't Bowdon, recalled — The deceased 

called tho prisoner a "cruel son-of-n " 

when ho was brought before her after tho 
shooting. 

Tho prosecution hero rested. 

Mr. Bishop then procoe led to address 
the jury in behalf of tho prisoner, claim- 
ing that tho killing was not wilful mur- 
der. After the shooting ho tried to got a 
woman to attend her, and when he re- 
turned the deoeasedmanifested great affec- 
tion for him. He made no attempt to es- 
cape, called passers-by to her assistance, 
mid finally gave himself up to tho police. 
In a moniontof excitement ho shot tho un- 
fortunate woman, and his state of mind 
was such that ho oven now cannot tell 
how the thing occurred. Tho learned 
counsel was visibly alleoted during his ad- 
dress, and concluded by leaving tho pri- 
soner to the merciful consideration of tho 
jury. 

Mr. Justice Gray charged the jury that 
Whoever takes the life of U fellow-being 
must be presumed to havo taken that, life 
wilfully until it was otherwise shown by 
evidence. If a man took tho life of ano- 
ther in self-defenco, it was incumbent up- 
on bin) to oomo info Court and show that 
ho took that life in self-defenco. Tho 



jury could only deal with tho case in ac- 
cordance with tho evidence before it. Wo 
know that this unfortunate woman and 
tho prisoner stood in intimate relations to- 
wards each other, but he assigns no rea- 
son for tho act, and although he acknow- 
ledged the commission oi tho crime, yet 
that is not inconsistent with the hypothe- 
sis that he might havo shot her in cold 
blood, and then, repenting of it, havo given 
himself up. Tho law holds that ho who 
takes the life of another must havo done 
so intentionally until ho prove to tho con- 
trary. Now, what evidence was there 
that the shooting was not intentional ? 
None. If there wero evidence that would 
prove the act was not wilful murder, why 
wasit not produced by the defence? There 
was evidence of a severe struggle, and it 
was plain that both wero intoxicated at 
tho time. 

Mr. Bishop wished to put in testimoni- 
als of previous good character of the pri- 
soner, w hich wero read with tho consent 
of the Att'y G .moral. 

Mr. Justice Gray said that it was much 
to bo regretted that a man who boro so 
good a character should havo been guilty 
of so terrible a crime. 

Tho jury after half-an-hour's delibera- 
tion returned a verdict of manslaughter. 

Tho prisoner was remanded for sen- 
tence.

New Gold Diggings. 

Mr. Angus McCulloch, who camo down 
by the steamer Maude yesterday, has been 
travelling and prospecting in the wilds of 
British Columbia for seven years. He 
started upon his travels from the Boat 
Encampment on the Columbia River 
through tho Rockies to the Athabasca. 
Worked his way north across the Doliore 
River to tho north branch of Francis Lake. 
Travelled '200 miles to Dice Lake where 
ho camped for a spell. There is a fine 
valley at tho head of Stickeen River, 
where he obtained gold — in fact ho found 
prospects for 2,000 miles, but here were 
rich bars, 1,300 miles lower down than 
the junction of Dorse river. 

Tho rivers here flow into the Arctic 
Ocean. The Indians are few and well 
disposed. They live on reindeer meat. 
Met miners at the head of Stickeen. Got 
aboard the G, S. Wright at the mouth of 
Stickeen, whence to the -new diggings it 
would take 13 cloys. Obtained good pros- 
pects on Rapid River, a tributary of Dice 
Lake. The country is mostly table land. 
Climate dry and pold. Hudson Bay Co's 
servants pass tho winter out. Game is 
abundant on tho banks of rivers. Saw no 
white men for the last two years. There 
is plenty of fur trapped all winter. Sal! 
of excellent quality ami in great abun- 
dant i Sal] River. Mr. McCulloch

Tho Altered Relations with 
San Juan Island— The Cus- 
toms. 

The final evacuation of San Juan Island 
and its transfer to tho American flag have 
dealt a deathblow to the profitable trade that 
has boon so long enjoyed by Victorians. 
Even the little trading sloops which havo 
plied industriously between tho island 
and this port for many years past, taking 
and bringing goods ami produce without 
let or hindrance from Customs Officers 
on oithor side, mnst^UOW make a long de- 
tour in going or coming to enlor and 
clear nt Port Townsend before touching 
at the lately neutral ground, and duties 
will bo exacted both atPort Townsend mid 
Victoria. Tho Customs law was applied 
at this port yesterday, for the first time, 
in the case (if a number of beeves which 
woro brought over by ti schooner from the 
Island. 

Protection or ocr Salmon Fisheries. 
The salmon are provented from running 
up tho Fraser river to spawn by tho ab- 
sence of any system to regulate tho fish- 
cries afc the month of the river. There are 
at least 3000 Indians between Yalo mid 
Hoda Creek who are mainly dependent on 
this item of food for a living. This season 
salmon wero so scarce that the price rose 
to $2 50 each, a price which tells of want 
and suffering, and but for the whites, of 
starvation. Apart from humanitarian con- 
siderations, theso Indians are consider- 
able consumers of dutiable articles and 
contributors to tho revenue of tho Pro- 
vince. On principles of political economy 
alone tho natives must bo protected.

The price to 
be paid is 8500,000 cash and $800,000 in 
ordinary shares, Tho statements in tho 
prospectus are to be subject to verifica- 
tion before.thegmoncy is paid.
